WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—President Roosevelt sent con­ 
gress a budget message today which projected new billion- 
dollar treasury deficits and a new public debt peak despite 
estimates of lesser spending. 
His forecast for tilt1 1939 fiscal year contemplated a 
$”>39,000,000 cut in government outlays—“the most import­ 
ant fact of this budget," Mr. Roosevelt said—but conditioned 
the reduction on an upturn in business and national defense 
requirements. 
The President’s bg volume of budget figures estimated 
a net deficit of $1,088,129,OOO for the current fiscal year and 
$949,606,000 for the next 12 months which he noted would 
be successive declines. The public debt, he said, would reach 
a $38,528,200,000 high on June 30, 1939.

The victim of "cold in the head” 
usually complains of chilliness, aches 


and pain all over the body, head­ 
ache and loss of taste and srnea. 
The eyes run, fever is present, ana 
rh** patient complaias of excessive 
I weakness. Cough and sweating may 
be present. TBe severity of any of 
th< -o symptom* determines the ex­ 
tent of the infection. 
As I have indicated, it is b->st 
from th 
health standpoint that 
care be taken to avoid crowded 
meeting places during seasons when 
catarrhal fever Ls prevalent. Avid 
excessive fatigue and chilling of the 
body, exposure to rain or rtrnt. or 
arj- other factor which will Jojvr, 
the re-¡.stance of the body.
